HE memorialifts beg leave to trouble their brethren of the Con- 

, venciy, on a fabjeét that is nat only of the vtmoft confequence 
6 them, both as indivi and-ss-ane gf.theincotporg 
city, but which, they alfo apprehend, is of confiderable importance to 
the incorporations in general, and, as fich, they hope it will mect 
with their mott f{erious attention. 

The Convenery have no doubt heard, that a bill is immediately to 
be brought into Parliament, for removing the flanghter-houtes, where 
the memoriali(ts at prefent carry on their bufinefS, to the dittance of a 
mile from the city, and that this law isto be procured at the public 
expence. If the memorialitts, however, thall make it appear, that 
this law would be totally unneceflary; that every benefit propofed can 
be as well obtained’ without it; that it iss; therefore, a wanton ex- 
penditure of the public money ; and that, if fuch ajiaw was to be pail- 
ed, it would be attended not only with the mott oppreflive confequen- 
ces to the memorialifts, but would alfo, asa precedent, be of u very 

dangerous tendency with regard to the other incorporations; they can- 
not entertain a doubt, that their brethren will give them every degree 
of affiftance inthcir power, to prevent the bill obtaining the fanétion 
of the Legiflature. . ; 

Although this intended law has béen much the topic of public con- 
verfation, yet, the memoriaiiits will be pardoned to fay, that the cau- 
fes to which the evil is owing, have Been but fl’phtly, if at al, under- 
flood.—The memorialifts admit, ‘that: fhe> Meughter-honfes, in’ their 
prefent flate,.are offenfive to the neighbourhood. People, in general, 
thus getting hold of the word ax‘/ance, are apt.to with they were taken 
away, without confidering whether there would be any juice io the 
removal, how it might affect the sights of parties, by whom the grie- 
vance has been occafioned, or if any plan could be devifed for prerent- 
ing the difagrecable fmell complained of, without much altering their 
fituation. 

The memorialifts have experienced the effeéts of this prejudice ; for, 
although the Magittrates, pretending to havea right to the dung of 
the cattle, have prevented: it. from being carried off, and fo have been 

alone the caufe of the fell *, and the memorialifts have offered to 
build new flaughter-heufts, conform to a plan, which, if adopted, 
would effectually preveot them from being, in any degree; noxious, 
the Council have thought proper te rejeet their propofal.—The follow- 
ing are the regulations which havé.becn made with regard to the In- 
corporation of Fiethers in Edinburgh, and the hiftory of the proceed- 
ings which have been held, relative to the matter of removing the 
flaughter honfes. ; 

‘The Sezl of Caufe to the Incorporation of Flefhers is dated fo far 
back as the 1488. The only privilege it confers, and which has hi- 
therto been the fupport of the fociety, is, the liberty of flaughtering 
cattle within the city, immediately adjacent to the place of fale, and 
the exclufion ef all unfreemen from fo doing. : 

Anciently, the fhops, or places of fale, belonging to the members 
ef the corporation, were kept in different parts of the city. After- 
wards, a public market was provided for them in  Merlin’s Wynd ;— 
at this time, every Aether flaughtered his cattle where he found it moft 
convenient, and Libberton’s Wynd, with that pait of the Cowgate op- 
pofite to it, were chiefly ufed for that purpofe. 

In 1618, an aé of Privy Council was made for regulating the fleth- 
ers, eandlemakers, brewers, and others, in the exereife of their feve- 
ral trades. By that aét, the memorialifts predecetlors were ordered to 
provide themfelves with flaughter-houtes at the North Loch fide, where 
they might have the convenience of water for their dfe. This act was 
afterwards ratified by Parliament, in the year y621. F 

In obedience to thefe aéts, the Flethers of Edinburgh provided them- 
felves with proper flaughter-honfes, at the fide of the North Loch ; 
and, in order to aecommodate both them and the Public, the city e-

houfes when it exifted ; we came under no obligation to remove ; and 
therefore, if you fuffer any inconvenience, it was of your own choofing.

The memorialifts afk pardon, for trefpafling fo much on: th. pa- 
trence- or-the-Wonvenery. “Lhe subject is of the lait importance to 
them. ‘They have been refufed affiftarice, nay even‘ a fair and candid 
hearing from the town : ‘I'hey hope the Convenery will:naw ftand by 
them ; as, what is their fituation now, may be the lot of iome of their 
brethren at a-fatute period.

A phyfician of great 
hamanity, attended all day ; and'though he trled. all the experi+’ 
ments recommended for the recovery of drowned ‘perfons, all 
was im vain. . The bodies were fo bruifed in the ftream, or
